GA PLENARY - REPORTS OP SPECIAL POLITICAL COMMITTEE, 
COMMITTEES 2, 3, 5 AND 6; EXTENDS SESSION 

WITHOUT OBJECTION, THE GA AGREED DEC. 15 TO THE ACTING 
PRESIDENT'S PROPOSAL TO POSTPONE CLOSURE OP THE SESSION 
UNTIL DEC. 17 BECAUSE COMMITTEE 5 HAD NOT COMPLETED ITS 
WORK AND ITS REPORTS WOULD NOT BE READY UNTIL DEC. 17. 

(EARLIER, HE COMMENTED THAT COMMITTEE 5 WAS NOT IN A 
POSITION TO HOLD A VOTE BECAUSE THERE WAS NOT A QUORUM 
PRESENT.) AMONG THE RESOLUTIONS ADOPTED WERE THOSE ON 
REVIEW AND APPRAISAL OP THE INTERNATIONAL DEVELOPMENT 
STRATEGY, AND ON THE INTERNATIONAL WOMEN'S YEAR. 

EIGHT OP COMMITTEE 3'S ITEMS WERE DEPERRED POR LACK OP 

TIME THIS SESSION. THE ACTING PRESIDENT NOTED THAT THE 

SYG WAS NOT IN PARIS TO ATTEND THE CONPERENCE ON INTERNATIONAL 

ECONOMIC COOPERATION, HAD ASKED THAT HIS REGRETS BE CONVEYED 

THAT HE COULD NOT BE PRESENT DURING THE CLOSING DAYS 

OP THE GA, AND WISHED THE ASSEMBLY SUCCESS. 

- ISRAELI PRACTICES - 

THE GA TOOK UP THE REPORT OP THE SPC DEALING WITH THE 
WORK OP THE SPECIAL COMMITTEE TO INVESTIGATE ISRAELI 
PRACTICES APFECTING THE HUMAN RIGHTS OP THE POPULATION 
OP THE OCCUPIED TERRITORIES. (COMMITTEE OP 3) CONTAINED 
IN THE REPORT ARE POUR DRAFT RESOLUTIONS ALL ADOPTED BY 
ROLL-CALL VOTE IN THE SPC ON DECEMBER 5. DRAPT RESOLUTION 
A, AN OMNIBUS PROPOSAL, PRAISES THE WORK OP THE COMMITTEE 
OP 3, DEPLORES ISRAEL'S REPUSAL TO ALLOW THEM ACCESS TO 
THE OCCUPIED TERRITORIES, AND CONDEMNS A WIDE RANGE OF 
ISRAELI PRACTICES. DRAPT RESOLUTION B CONCERNS THE APPLICABILITY 
OP THE GENEVA CONVENTION OP AUGUST 12, 1949; DRAPT C 
CONCERNS THE DESTRICUTION OP QUNEITRA; AND DRAPT B DEALS 
WITH THE AL-IBRAHIMI MOSQUE IN HEBRON. THE GA ADOPTED DRAPT 
A BY 87-7(B ARB ADOS, COSTA RICA, HAITI, ISRAEL, LIBERIA, 

NICARAGUA, US)-26 (WEO'S, LOLIBIA, CAR, COLOMBIA, EL SALVADOR, 
JAPAN, MALAWI, NEPAL, PARAGUAY, URUGUAY, VENEZUELA). 

AN AMENDMENT TO DRAFT A ON THE WORK OP THE COMMITTEE OF 
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3 WAS ALSO ADOPTED BY A VOTE OP 86-5(US, ISRAEL, COSTA 

RICA, HONDURAS, NICARAGUA)-24. DRAFT B WAS ADOPTED BY 1 12(US)-2 

(ISRAEL, LIBERIA)-7(BARBADOS, BOLIVIA, CAR, HAITI, 

MALAWI, NICARAGUA, PARAGUAY). DRAFT C PASSED BY 87-2 
(ISRAEL, MALAWI)-32 (US, WEO'S, SOME LATINS, CAR, IVORY 
COAST, NEPAL, AND DRAPT D WAS ADOPTED BY 82-5(US, COSTA RICA, 
ISRAEL, LIBERIA, NICARAGUA)-33(WEO'S, SOME LATINS, BURMA, 

CAR, IVORY COAST, JAPAN, MALAWI, NEPAL). 
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IN EXPLANATION OF VOTE BEEORE THE VOTE, HERZOG (ISRAEL) 

DECLARED THAT THE GA HAD BY NOW GROWN ACCUSTOMED TO THE ONE- 
SIDED, BIASED, ANTI-ISRAELI RESOLUTIONS WHICH WERE A DIRECT 
RESULT OF THE UN BECOMING A CENTER OF BIAS AND DISCRIMINATION 
AS IT WAS DRAGGED DOWN BY A GROUP OF EXTREME DESPOTISMS. 

THE GA WAS NOW WITNESSING THE PROCESS OF DOUBLE-TALK, 

DOUBLE- VALUES AND TWO-EACED CYNICISM WHICH NOW CHARACTERIZED 
THE ORGANIZATION, FINANCED TO A VERY GREAT DEGREE BY THE 
FREE COUNTRIES OF THE WORLD IN ORDER TO BECOME THE MAIN 
INSTRUMENT FOR THE DESTRUCTION OF THOSE VALUES WHICH FREE 
AND DEMOCRATIC COUNTRIES HOLD DEAR. HE TERMED DRAFT A 
AN UNBELIEVABLE MOSAIC OE UNTRUTHS IN FURTHERANCE OF 
THE ANTI-SEMITIC MOTIVES WHICH ANIMATE THE AUTOMATIC 
MAJORITY. HE DECLARED THAT ISRAEL WOULD NOT COOPERATE 
WITH THE SPECIAL COMMITTEE BECAUSE THE GA REFUSED 
AT THE TIME OF ITS ESTABLISHMENT TO EXTEND ITS MANDATE 
TO ARAB PRACTICES AFFECTING THE HUMAN RIGHTS OE THE JEWISH 
POPULATION IN ARAB COUNTRIES, CITING THE PLIGHT OF THE 
JEWISH COMMUNITY IN SYRIA. TERMING THE REPORT OF THE SPECIAL 
COMMITTEE BIASED AND INACCURATE AND BASED ON "A MASS 
OF FALSEHOODS," HE PROCEEDED TO REEUTE ITS VARIOUS ALLEGATIONS 
IN DETAIL. HE WAS INTERRUPTED SEVERAL TIMES IN HIS STATEMENT 
BY POINTS OP ORDER FROM LIBYA (SAHAD). HONDURAS (BEATON) 

THEN STATED THAT IT WOULD VOTE FOR DRAFT RESOLUTION A 
AS ACQUISITION OF TERRITORY BY FORCE WAS INCONSISTENT 
WITH THE CHARTER, BUT HAD RESERVATIONS CONCERNING THE USE 
OF THE WORLD "PILLAGING". AFTER THE VOTE, JORDAN 
AND ISRAEL EXCHANGED ACERBIC RIGHTS OF REPLY. 

-COMMITTEE 2 RECOMMENDATIONS- 

RESOLUTION ON THE ESTABLISHMENT OP THE INTERNATIONAL FUND 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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FOR AGRICULTURAL DEVELOPMENT WAS APPROVED WITHOUT A VOTE, 

AS WERE RESOLUTIONS ON INTEGRATION OP WOMEN IN THE DEVELOPMENT 

PROCESS IMPLEMENTATION OF THE DECISIONS ADOPTED BY THE 

GA AT ITS 7TH SPECIAL SESSION, AND INSTITUTIONAL ARRANGEMENTS 

IN THE PIELD OF THE TRANSPER OF TECHNOLOGY. THE RESOLUTION 

ON THE SPECIAL FUND FOR LANDLOCKED COUNTRIES WAS ADOPTED 

103-I-22(US). DECISIONS I, TAKING NOTE OF THE REPORT OF 

THE AD HOC COMMITTEE ON THE RESTRUCTURING OP THE ECONOMIC 

AND SOCIAL SECTORS OF THE UN SYSTEM, AND II, REPERRING 

THE BRAZILIAN TRADE INITIATIVE ON "SPECIAL INTERGOVERNMENTAL 

COMMITTEE ON INTERNATIONAL TRADE" TO THE 3 1 ST GA, WERE 

APPROVED WITHOUT VOTE. THE GA ALSO TOOK NOTE OF THE REPORT 

OF THE WORLD POOD COUNCIL AND THE SYG'S REPORT ON THE 

MEETING OF INTERESTED COUNTRIES ON THE ESTABLISHMENT 

OF THE INTERNATIONAL PUND FOR AGRICULTURAL DEVELOPMENT. 
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THE ECOSOC REPORT (A 10467) CONTAINED NINE RESOLUTIONS 
AND TWO DECISIONS, AND ALL WERE APPROVED WITHOUT VOTE 
EXCEPT WHERE INDICATED OTHERSIDE: I, EXAMINATION OF LONG- 
TERM TRENDS IN THE ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT OF WORLD REGIONS - 
1 12-0-I7(US), AFTER SEPARATE VOTE REQUESTED BY ITALY 
ON BEHALF OF EC-9 ON PREAMBULAR PARAGRAPH 3, WHICH WAS INCLUDED, 
104-I4(US)-I I: II, TRIPARTITE WORLD CONFERENCE ON EMPLOYMENT; 

III, IMMEDIATE NEEDS RESULTING FROM ECONOMIC EMERGENCY SITUATIONS; 

IV, UN CONFERENCE ON DESERTIFICATION; V, ECONOMIC AND SOCIAL 
SITUATION IN THE SUDANO-SAHELIAN REGION STRICKEN BY DROUGHT; 

VI, UN WATER CONFERENCE; VII, MEASURES AGAINST CORRUPT 
PRACTICES OF TRANSNATIONAL AND OTHER CORPORATIONS AND 
THEIR INTERMEDIARIES AND OTHERS INVOLVED; VIII, CONFERENCE 

ON INTERNATIONAL ECONOMIC COOPERATION; IX, PERMANENT SOVEREIGNTY 
OVER NATURAL RESOURCES IN THE OCCUPIED ARAB TERRITORIES - 
100-2(ISRAEL, US)-30. 

WITHOUT VOTES, THE GA ALSO APPROVED DECISIONS: I) 

ENDORSING THE ECOSOC RECOMMENDATION THAT ARABIC SHOULD 
BE AN OFFICIAL AND WORKING LANGUAGE OF THE ECONOMIC 
COMMISSION FOR AFRICA, IN ADDITION TO ENGLISH AND FRENCH; 

AND 2) REQUESTING THE SYG TO STUDY THE QUESTION OF THE 
CONSOLIDATION AND PROGRESSIVE DEVELOPMENT OF THE NORMS AND 
PRINCIPLES OF INTERNATIONAL ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT LAW 
AND THE FEASIBILITY OF THEIR CODIFICATION. 
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THE RESOLUTION IN THE COMMITTEE 2 REPORT ON MID-TERM REVIEW 
AND APPRAISAL OF PROGRESS IN IMPLEMENTATION OF THE INTERNATIONAL 
DEVELOPMENT STRATEGY FOR THE SECOND DEVELOPMENT DECADE 
WAS ADOPTED I23-0-8(BELGIUM, CENTRAL AFRICAN REPUBLIC, 

FRG, ISRAEL, ITALY, JAPAN, US, UK). THE MALAGASY REPRESENTATIVE 
SAID THE G-77 SAW THE ADOPTION OF THE RESOLUTION AS AN 
EXPRESSION OF THE GROUP'S SOLIDARITY. HE REGRETTED THAT 
CONSENSUS HAD NOT BEEN POSSIBLE, BECAUSE OF A SUPERPOWER, 

WHICH HAD SAID AT THE LAST MINUTE THAT THE TEXT WAS 
UNBALANCED. DEMOCRATIC YEMEN (BA-ISSA), SPEAKING ON BEHALF 
OF THE ARAB GROUP, SAID IT WAS THE UNDERSTANDING OF THE 
ARAB GROUP THAT THE USE OF THE TERMS APARTHEID AND RACIAL 
DISCRIMINATION STEMMED FROM THE DEFINITION ADPTED BY THE 
GA IN RESOLUTION 3379. 
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COMMITTEE 3 REPORT CONCERNING THE INTERNATIONAL WOMEN'S 
YEAR CONTAINED SEVEN DRAFT RESOLUTIONS AND ONE DRAFT DECISION 
WHICH WERE ADOPTED AS FOLLOWS: I, EXPRESSING APPRECIATION 
TO MEXICO FOR HOSTING THE CONFERENCE - BY ACCLAMATION; 

11, WOMEN'S PARTICIPATION IN THE STRENGTHENING OF INTERNATIONAL 
PEACE AND SECURITY IN THE STRUGGLE AGAINST COLONIALISM, 

RACISM, RACIAL DISCRIMINATION, FOREIGN AGGRESSION, OCCUPATION 
AND ALL FORMS OF FOREIGN DOMINATION - 90-21(US, 13 WEO'S, 

ALBANIA, CHILE, CHINA, HAITI, ISRAEL, LIBERIA, NICARAGUA)- 
22; III, COMPREHENSIVE PROPOSAL ON THE WORLD CONFERENCE OF 
THE INTERNATIONAL WOMEN'S YEAR - 107-1(ISRAEL)-26(US, 

EC-9, AUSTRALIA, BAHAMAS, BARBADOS, CANADA, CENTRAL AFRICAN 
REPUBLIC, CHILE, COSTA RICA, EL SALVADOR, GABON, HAITI, 

HONDURAS, LIBERIA, MALAWI, NICARAGUA, NORWAY, URUGUAY), 

AFTER OPERATIVE PARAGRAPH 1 WAS APPROVED 83-24(US)-26 
AND OPERATIVE PARAGRAPH 2, 89-7(CHILE, ISRAEL, LIBERIA, 

MALAWI, NICARAGUA, PARAGUAY, US)-36; IV, EQUALITY BETWEEN MEN 
AND WOMEN AND ELIMINATION OF DISCRIMINATION AGAINST WOMEN - 
102-3(ISRAEL, NICARAGUA, US)-26; V, IMPROVEMENT OF THE 
ECONOMIC STATUS OF WOMEN FOR THEIR EFFECTIVE AND SPEEDY 
PARTICIPATION IN THE DEVELOPMENT OF THEIR COUNTRIES - 
WITHOUT VOTE; VI, WOMEN IN RURAL AREAS - 132-0-1; VII, 

MEASURES FOR THE INTEGRATION OF WOMEN IN DEVELOPMENT - 
WITHOUT OBJECTION. DECISION CONCERNING VOLUNTARY FUND 
FOR THE UN DECADE FOR WOMEN WAS APPROVED WITHOUT VOTE. 

THE GA ALSO DECIDED TO INCLUDE THE FOLLOWING EIGHT ITEMS, 

WHICH COMMITTEE 3 COULD NOT CONSIDER BECAUSE OF LACK OF 
TIME, IN THE PROVISIONAL AGENDA OF THE 31ST SESSION AND 
CONSIDER EACH "WITH APPROPRIATE PRIORITY "; POLICIES AND 
PROGRAMS RELATING TO YOUTH; ELIMINATION OF ALL FORMS OF 
RACIAL DISCRIMINATION, INCLUDING THE REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE 
ON THE ELIMINATION OF RACIAL DISCRIMINATION; FREEDOM OF 
INFORMATION; WORLD SOCIAL SITUATION; NATIONAL EXPERIENCE IN 
ACHIEVING FAR-REACHING SOCIAL AND ECONOMIC CHANGES FOR THE 
PURPOSE OF SOCIAL PROGRESS; ELIMINATION OF ALL FORMS OF 
RELGIIOUS INTOLERANCE; STATUS OF THE INTERNATIONAL HUMAN 
RIGHTS COVENANTS; AND A UN CONFERENCE FOR AN INTERNATIONAL 
CONVENTION ON ADOPTION LAW. 

UNCLASSIFIED 
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IN EXPLANATION OF VOTE BEFORE THE VOTES, HERZOG (ISRAEL) 
OBJECTED TO RESOLUTIONS ON ZIONISM, WHICH HAD CREATED SO MUCH 
DISCORD IN THE UN AND CONTRIBUTED IN SUCH A DEGREE 
TO TURNING THE ASSEMBLY INTO AN OBJECT OF DERISION. 

ISRAEL WOULD VOTE AGAINST RESOLUTIONS II, III AND IV, HE 
SAID, AND HE EXPRESSED "PROFOUND APPRECIATION" TO ALL STATES 
WHO REFUSED TO BE DICTATED TO ON THIS ISSUE. BOLIVIA SAW 
GRAVE INJUSTICE IN EQUATING ZIONISM WITH RACISM. URUGUAY HAD 
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RESERVATIONS ON II, IV AND WOULD VOTE EOR III BUT COULD NOT 
GO ALONG WITH REEERENCES TO AND INTERPRETATION OE ZIONISM. 

MEXIOC INDICATED THAT IE WHAT WAS MEANT BY "ZIONISM" 

WAS THE REALIZATION OE THE LEGITIMATE NATIONAL ASPRIATIONS 
OP THE JEWISH PEOPLE WITHIN THE PRAMEWORK OP THE UN CHARTER, 

THEN MEXICO'S VOTE ON RESOLUTION II SHOULD NOT BE INTERPRETED 
AS ACCEPTANCE OP THE EQUATION OSET PORTH IN PARAGRAPHS 
24 AND 26 OP THE DECLARATION. AMB WHITE EXPLAINED US 
RESERVATIONS ON RESOLUTIONS 11, HI AND IV. SWEDEN, CANADA, 
DOMINICAN REPUBLIC, IVORY COAST, VENEZUELA AND EC-9 HAD 
RESERVATIONS ON EQUATING ZIONISM WITH RACISM. ON THEOTHER 
HAND, SYRIA UNDERSTOOD THAT ZIONISM WAS EQUATED WITH RACISM 
AND THAT NATIONAL LIBERATION MOVEMENTS RECOGNIZED BY THE UN 
WOULD BE INVITED TO ATTEND PORTHCOMING CONPERENCES. 

POLLOWING THE DEPERRAL OP THE EIGHT ITEMS, SPEEKENBRINK 
(NETHERLANDS) STATED HE WAS CONCERNED ABOUT THE PROCEEDINGS OF 
COMMITTEE 3 THIS SESSION. ABOUT 50 PERCENT OP THE COMMITTEE'S 
AGENDA HAD JUST BEEN PLACED ON THE PROVISIONAL AGENDA OP THE 
3 1 ST SESSION "FOR LACK OF TIME" TO CONSIDER THEM; YET ALL 
THESE ITEMS RELATED DIRECTLY TO THE REAL TASK OP THE COMMITTEE. 

HE RELUCTANTLY WENT ALONG WITH THE DECISION BECAUSE THERE 
WAS NO OTHER CHOICE. HOWEVER, THERE HAD BEEN A POSSIBILITY OP 
AT LEAST TWO ADDITIONAL MEETINGS, AND HE REGRETTED THAT THE 
COMMITTEE HAD NOT CONTINUED ITS WORK BEYOND THE DATE ORIGINALLY 
SET FOR ITS TERMINATION.

REQUESTED THE SYG TO GIVE PRIMARY ATTENTION TO THE JOINT 
INSPECTION UNIT IN HIS REPORT TO THE 3IST GA ON "MACHINERY 
OP THE UN AND OP ITS SYSTEM EOR ADMINISTRATIVE AND BUDGETARY 
CONTROL, INVESTIGATION AND COORDINATION; RELATED TO CALENDAR 
OP UN CONPERENCES AND MEETINGS EOR 1976, WITH 183 LISTINGS, 

AND A TENTATIVE CALENDAR EOR 1977 WITH 173 LISTINGS (BRAZIL 
EXPRESSED RESERVATIONS ON HOLDING THE WATER CONFERENCE IN 
ARGENTINA); AND INVITED THE INTERNATIONAL CIVIL SERVICE 
COMMISSION TO CONSIDER THE POSSIBILITY OF EXAMINING THE 
PRINCIPLES AND CRITERIA UNDERLYING THE DETERMINATION 
OP ALLOWANCES AND BENEPITS PAYABLE TO NON-PROPESSIONAL 
SECRETARIAT STATE AS PART OP THE COMMISSION'S CURRENT REVIEW 
OP THE UN SALARY SYSTEM. BY VOTE OP I0I-3(ALBANIA, 

LIBYA, SYRIA)- 1 3, THE GA DECIDED IN PRINCIPLE THAT THE UN 
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SHOULD PAY GOVERNMENTS CONTRIBUTING TROOPS TO ITS MIDDLE 

EAST PEACE EORCES FOR THE PERSONAL ITEMS THEY SUPPLY THEIR 

TROOPS, AND BY VOTE OF 1 15-2(ALBANIA, LIBYA)-3 IT ADOPTED 

THE RECOMMENDATION CALLING FOR ENDORSEMENT OF THE ADVISORY 

COMMITTEE'S OBSERVATIONS ON UNEF-UNDOF FINANCING. AMENDMENTS MADE 

BY THE SYG TO THE STAFF RULES WERE NOTED. 

THE GA CONFIRMED REAPPOINTMENTS TO THE INVESTMENTS COMMITTEE 
OF R. MANNING BROWN, JR. (US) AND JEAN GUYOT (FRANCE) 

FOR THREE- YEAR TERMS BY VOTE OF 92-12-6. WITHOUT OBJECTION 
KATO (JAPAN) WAS APPOINTED TO THE COMMITTEE ON CONTRIBUTIONS 
FOR ONE YEAR TO FILL THE UNEXPIRED PORTION OF THE TERM OF 
NAITO (JAPAN), WHO RESIGNED. 
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COMMITTEE 6 RECOMMENDATIONS RELATING TO THE FOLLOWING WERE 
APPROVED BY CONSENSUS EXCEPT WHERE OTHERWISE INDICATED: 
UNCITRAL - 121-0-3(FRG, UK, US); WORK OF THE 27TH SESSION 
OF THE INTERNATIONAL LAW COMMISSION; SUCCESSION OF STATES 
IN RESPECT OF TREATIES - 95-0-28; DIPLOMATIC ASYLUM; 

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON RELATIONS WITH THE HOST COUNTRY; 

AD HOC COMMITTEE ON THE CHARTER OF THE UN AND STRENGTHENING 
THE ROLE OF THE UN AND DEVELOPMENT OF COOPERATION AMONG 
ALL NATIONS; RESPECT FOR HUMAN RIGHTS IN ARMED CONFLICTS, 
INCLUDING PROTECTION OF JOURNALISTS ENGAGED IN DANGEROUS 
MISSIONS; IMPLEMENTATION BY STATES OF THE PROVISIONS OF 
THE VIENNA CONVENTION ON DIPLOMATIC RELATIONS OF 1961 AND 
MEASURES TO INCREASE THE NUMBER OF PARTIES TO THE CONVENTION; 
MEASURES TO PREVENT INTERNATIONAL TERRORISM; UN PROGRAM 
OF ASSISTANCE IN TEACHING, STUDY, DISSEMINATION AND 
WIDER APPRECIATION OF INTERNATIONAL LAW; AND RESOLUTIONS 
ADOPTED BY THE UN CONFERENCE ON THE REPRESENTATION OF 
STATES IN THEIR RELATIONS WITH INTERNATIONAL ORGANIZATIONS. 

IN EXPLANATIONS OF VOTES ON THE TERRORISM ITEM, ISRAEL 
WAS NOT A PARTY TO THE CONSENSUS DECISION, CYPRUS FAVORED 
INTERNATIONAL ACTION, AND SAUDI ARABIA REGRETTED ACTION 
HAD BEEN STALLED FOR THREE YEARS. 

RAMPHUL (MAURITIUS), WHILE DEFENDING THE RESOLUTION 

ON STRENGTHENING THE UN, STATED THAT THE US REPRESENTATIVE 

HAD MADE SOME SWEEPING OVSERVATIONS ABOUT THE ALLEGED 

UNDEMOCRATIC SYSTEMS OF THE THIRD WORLD COUNTRIES. HE 

WENT ON TO SPEAK OF INVISIBLE VETOES STEMMING FROM THE CONSEPT 

OF CONSENSUS AND ADOPTION WITHOUT VOTE, SAID THE MOST CRUCIAL 

DECISIONS COULD BE ERASED BY THE RESERVATIONS OF A FEW 

WHO HAD THE POWER TO NULLIFY THEM THROUGH NON-IMPLEMENTATION, 

AND SPOKE OF WHAT HE TERMED THE "VETO OF THE BY-PASS," 

I.E., A REFUSAL TO WORK WITHIN THE UN FRAMEWORK. AS AN 
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EXAMPLE OE THE LATTER, HE CITED VIETNAM. HE CHARGED THERE 
WAS "A GREAT CAMPAIGN" BEING WAGED AGAINST THE UN, WHICH 
POISONED THE PRESS, THE NGO'S, AND VIRTUALLY BLACKED OUT 
THE WORK OE THE UN EROM THE EYES OF THE AMERICAN PEOPLE. 
RAMPHUL THEN RAISED THE QUESTION OE THE SITE OE THE UN 
HEADQUARTERS, AND SAID HE WAS PREPARED TO RECOMMEND THAT 
UNCLASSIEIED 
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MAURITIUS BE DECLARED AN INTERNATIONAL TERRITORY WITH A 
VIEW TO ACCOMMODATING NOT ONLY THE UN HEADQUARTERS, BUT 
PERHAPS ALSO ALL ITS ORGANS AND SPECIALIZED AGENCIES. 

THE COST TO THE UN WOULD BE MUCH LESS THAN IN NEW YORK, 

AND DELEGATES AND THE SECRETARIAT WOULD CERTAINLY BE 
WORKING IN A MUCH BETTER ATMOSPHERE. A QUARTER OE THE 
WORLD'S POPULATION HAD BEEN PREVENTED EROM OCCUPYING 
THEIR UN SEAT FOR A QUARTER OE A CENTURY, AND THAT LED HIM 
TO BELIEVE THE UN WOULD SURVIVE A "WALK-OUT.” HE DECLARED 
THAT US "THREATS” TO "WALK OUT" WERE INCAUTIOUS WHEN EVERYBODY 
KNOWS THAT THE MINUTE THE US WALKS OUT OF THE UN, ITS 
PEOPLE ARE MORE LIKELY TO BE EXPOSED TO A NUCLEAR STRIKE. 

SOONER OR LATER, RAMPHUL STATED, THE UN SHOULD COME 
TO GRIPS WITH THE PROBLEM OE A DEFIANT STATE DECLARING 
OPEN WAREARE AGAINST THE ORGANIZATION. 

CLARENCE MITCHEL THANKED THE REPRESENTATIVE WHO KINDLY 
INVITED THE UN TO CHANGE THE LOCATION OE ITS HEADQUARTERS 
TO A PLEASANT, SUNNY PLACE, BUT HE WONDERED IE DELEGATES 
COULD EASILY BE CONVINCED, ONCE THERE, THAT THEY WERE NOT 
ON VACATION. HE EELT THAT THE CRITICISM DIRECTED AGAINST THE 
CHIEF OF HIS DELEGATION HAD NOT BEE WELL EOUNDED. USDEL, 

HE SAID, HAD GONE ALONG WITH THE CONSENSUS ON THE RESOLUTION, 
DESPITE ITS EEELING THAT A REVISION OF THE CHARTER WOULD 
NOT NECESSARILY CONTRIBUTE TO THE EEEECTIVENESS OE THE 
UN. THE RESOLUTION WAS SUPPORTED BY BOLIVIA, SPAIN, CYPRUS 
AND CHINA. MALIK (USSR) SAID IP THERE HAD BEEN A VOTE, 

HIS DELEGATION WOULD HAVE ABSTAINED. SCALABRE (FRANCE) 

SAID NO CHANGE SHOULD BE MADE IN THE CHARTER BEPORE WORKING 
PROCEDURES HAD BEEN AMENDED, AND THE UK REPRESENTATIVE 
SAID HERE DELEGATION'S POSITION HAD NOT CHANGED. 

SECURITY COUNCIL - TIMOR 

ON DECEMBER 15, THE SECURITY COUNCIL (SC) BEGAN CONSIDERATION 
OP A PORTUGUESE COMPLAINT OP "MILITARY AGGRESSION BY 
INDONESIA” AGAINST THE TERRITORY OF PORTUGUESE TIMOR 
(S/I 1 899). STATEMENTS WERE MADE BY PORTUGAL, INDONESIA, 

MALAYSIA AND A REPRESENTATIVE OF FRETILIN. SC PRESIDENT 
RICHARD (UK) DREW ATTENTION TO A LETTER PROM GUINEA- 
BISSAU REQUESTING THAT THE SC INVITE DEMOCRATIC REPUBLIC 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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OF EAST TIMOR MINISTER FOR FOREIGN AFEAIRS HORTA AND MINISTER 
OF STATE FOR ECONOMIC AFFAIRS ARAUJO TO SUPPLY INFORMATION 
UNDER RULE 39, AND ALSO NOTED A LETTER FROM INDONESIA, 

DATED DECEMBER 15, REQUESTING INVITATIONS UNDER RULE 39 
TO APODETI PRESIDIUM MEMBER GONCALVES UDT CENTRAL COMMITTEE 
MEMBER CARRASCALAO AND KOTA PRESIDENT MARTINS. 

GALVAO TELES (PORTUGAL) DECLARED THAT TIMOR, 

LIKE ANGOLA, WAS THE VICTIM OF CERTAIN EXPANSIONIST CLAIMS, 

AND THAT PORTUGAL COULD NOT LEGITIMATIZE THE UNILATERAL 
TRANSFER OF POWER TO ANY ONE OF TIMOR'S PARTIES, NOTING 
THAT FRETILIN'S UNILATERAL DECLARATION OF INDEPENDENCE 
WAS NOT ACCEPTED BY PORTUGAL. HE EXPECTED THE COUNCIL TO 
DENOUNCE INDONESIA'S ACTION. A MERE CEASEFIRE AND WITHDRAWAL 
OF TROOPS BY THE AGGRESSOR WOULD NOT SOLVE THE PROBLEM. 

GALVES CALLED EOR A CONEERENCE BETWEEN PORTUGAL, AS THE 
ADMINISTERING POWER, AND THE PARTIES IN TIMOR, WITH REGARD 
TO SELF-DETERMINATION, THE IMPLEMENTATION OF WHICH WOULD 
BE OVERSEEN BY THE UN. PORTUGAL ALSO WISHED TO SEE A 
CONDEMNATION OE INDONESIA'S AGGRESSION; 

A CALL FOR AN END TO VIOLENCE AND INTERVENTION; AND END TO 
THE OCCUPATION; AND ADEQUATE MACHINERY-INCLUDING 
THE GOOD OFFICES OE THE SECRETARY-GENERAL - FOR IMPLEMENTATION 
OF THE TIMOR'S RIGHT TO SELE-DETERMINATION. 

SANI (INDONESIA) CHARGED THAT PORTUGAL'S FAILURE TO 
INSIST ON AN IMMEDIATE SC MEETING ON ITS COMPLAINT SHOWED 
THAT IT WAS NOT REALLY INTERESTED IN WHAT WAS HAPPENING 
IN TIMOR. PORTUGAL WAS TRYIN TO WHITEWASH ITSELE BY BLAMING 
INDONESIA FOR THE TRAGEDY IN TIMOR WHICH PORTUGAL HAD 
CREATED. NOTING THE GEOGRAPHICAL PROXIMITY AND CULTURAL 
LINKS BETWEEN INDONESIA AND TIMOR, AND SANI OBSERVED 
THAT "A CHAOTIC SITUATION THERE, BEFORE LONG, AS WE HAVE 
SEEN ELSEWHERE- ANGOLA IS A VIVID EXAMPLE AND I HOPE 
OUR AFRICAN BROTHERS WILL NOT FAIL TO TAKE DUE NOTE OE THIS- 
WOULD ATTRACT FOREIGN INTERVENTION." WHILE EXPOSTULATING 
THE RECENT HISTORY OF TIMOR, HE ALSO CHARGED ELEMENTS 
OF THE PORTUGUESE ADMINISTRATION WITH CONNIVING 
AT A FRETILIN TAKEOVER. INDONESIA DECLARED THAT IT 
HAD TO RECONSIDER ITS POSITION AFTER THE FRETILIN DECLARATION 
OF INDEPENDENCE AND THE DECLARATION BY THE EOUR PARTIES 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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THAT EAST TIMOR HAD BECOME PART OF INDONESIA IN VIEW OE 
PORTUGAL'S STATEMENT OF IMPORTENCE AND ABDICATION OE RES- 
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PONSIBILITIES. INDONESIA COULD NOT REMAIN INDIFEERENT, 

FACING THE PROSPECT OF CHAOS IN EAST TIMOR DEVELOPING 

INTO A SECOND ANGOLA. PORTUGAL SHOULD BE CHARGED WITH CRIMINAL 

NEGLIGENCE OF ITS RESPONSIBILITIES, FOR WHAT INDONESIA 

DID WAS IN RESPONSE TO THE REQUEST OF THE MAJORITY OE 

THE PEOPLE OF EAST TIMOR, AND THIS COULD CERTAINLY NOT 

BE TERMED AGGRESSION. INDONESIA WOULD CONTINUE TO 

PARTICIPATE IN EVERY BONA FIDE EFFORT TO RESTORE PEACEEUL 

CONDITIONS TO ENABLE THE PEOPLE TO FREELY AND DEMOCRATICALLY 

EXERCISE THEIR RIGHT OF SELF-DETERMINATION. INDONESIA 

WAS PREPARED TO COOPERATE WITH THE UN AND THE COUNTRIES 

OF THE REGION TO ACHIEVE THAT PURPOSE.

HORTA, STATING THAT HE WAS SPEAKING FOR THE CONETRAL 
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COMMITTEE OF FRETILIN AND THE GOVERNMENT OF THE DEMOCRATIC 
REPUBLIC OF EAST TIMOR, PRAISED THE RESOLUTION ON TIMOR PASSED 
BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY AND THE PORTUGUESE DECISION TO 
PUBLICILY DENOUNCE INDONESIA'S AGGRESSION. SINCE SEPTEMBER, 

FRETILIN HAD BEEN THE DE FEACTO GOVERNMENT OF EAST TIMOR 
AND HAD BEEN FIGHTING A WAR OF RESISTANCE AGAINST INDONESIAN 
AGGRESSION. THE UNILATERAL DECLARATION OF INDEPENDENCE 
WAS MERELY A FORMAL ACT TO LEGALIZE A PRE-EXISTING DE FACTO 
SITUATION. HE AVOWED THAT INTEGRATION OF EAST TIMOR WITH 
INDONESIA WOULD BE ECONOMIC, POLITICAL AND CULTURAL COLONIALISM 
AND THAT THE ONLY AVENUE FOR TRUE AND COMPLETE LIBERATION 
OF THE PEOPLE OF EAST TIMOR SHOULD BE NATIONAL INDEPENDENCE. 

HORTA ALSO EXCORIATED INDONESIAN COLLABORATION WITH THE FORMER 
COLONIAL PORTUGUESE, NOTING THAT WHILE TIMOR WAS AN 
OPPRESSED COLONY, INDONESIA DID NOT CONSIDER IT A THREAT TO THE 
AREA'S STABILITY. FRETILIN WISHED TO ESTABLISH FRIENDLY RELATIONS 
WITH INDONESIA AND BELIEVED THAT REGIONAL COOPERATION WITH THE 
ASEAN GROUP WOULD BENEFIT THE REGION, BUT THE ACTIVITIES OF 
INDONESIA IN TIMOR WAS TURNING THAT PART OF THE WORLD INTO 
ANOTHER VIETNAM. HE CALLED ON THE SC TO STRONGLY CONDEMN 
INDONESIAN AGGRESSION AGAINST THE DEMOCRATIC REPUBLIC OF 
EAST TIMOR, CALL FOR ITS IMMEDIATE WITHDRAWAL, SEND 
A FACT-FINDING MISSION, AND ENFORCE UN DECISIONS. 

JOHARI (MALAYSIA) DECLARED THAT INDONESIA HAD EXERCISED 
RESTRAINT BY NOT MOVING INTO TIMOR PREVIOUSLY, BUT IT WAS 
APPARENT THAT WITH THE BREAKDOWN OF ALW AND ORDER IN PORTUGUESE 
TIMOR, THE SITUATION COULD GET OUT OF HAND, FOR "IT HAD IN IT 
THE SEEDS OF FOREIGN INTERVENTION." HE STATED THAT INDONESIA'S 
DESIRE WAS TO CREATE A CALM ATMOSPHERE IN WHICH THE PEOPLE 
COULD EXERCISE THEIR RIGHT OF SELF-DETERMINATION. MALAYSIA 
BELIEVED THAT ANY SC ACTION SHOULD BE BASED UPON THE 
FOLLOWING: PORTUGAL SHOULD BE HELD RESPONSIBLE FOR THE 
SITUATION AND SHOULD SEEK THE AID OF COUNTRIES IN THE 
REGION TO DISCHARGE ITS RESPONSIBILITIES AS THE 

ADMINISTERING POWER; A UN VISITING MISSION SHOULD BE DISPATCHED; 
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AND THE PEOPLE OF PORTUGUESE TIMOR MUST BE ALLOWED TO 
FREELY EXERCISE THEIR RIGHT TO SELF-DETERMINATION IN AN 
ATMOSPHERE OF PEACE AND ORDER. 

COMMITTEE 5 - 
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COMMITTEE ADOPTED WITHOUT OBIECTION DEC. 13 DRAFT RESOLUTION 
ON VIENNA IN PATTERN OF CONFERENCES, AND APPROVED DRAFT 
REPORTS ON UNEF FINANCING, PERSONNEL QUESTIONS, ADMINISTRATIVE 
AND BUDGETARY COORDINATION AND PATTERN OF CONFERENCES. 

AFTER LENGTHY DEBATE, COMMITTEE APPROVED, 61(US)-8(SOVIET 
BLOC)-5(BENIN, CHINA, COLOMBIA, CUBA, ROMANIA), NEW ZEALAND 
DRAFT DECISION, AS AMENDED BY UPPER VOLTA, REQUESTING SYG, 

IN PREPARING FINAL REVISED BUDGET ESTIMATES, TO BASE HIS 
ASSUMPTIONS ON "HIS LATEST AVAILABLE FORECASTS OF INFLATION" AND ON 
PREVAILING CURRENCY EXCHANGE RATES. CONTROLLER SAID THIS MEANT 
$23 MILLION TO BE ADDED FOR EXCHANGE RATES WOULDBE 
REDUCED BY $12 MILLION REPRESENTING TWO PERCNET CUT IN 
INFLATION RATE FOR NET INCREASE OF $1 1 MILLION, OR TOTAL

IN THE DEBATE ON VIENNA IN PATTERN OF CONFERENCES, INDIA, 

JAMAICA, GREECE AND PORTUGAL STRESSED NEED TO TRANSFER 
UNITS TO LDC'S, BUT ALL SUPPORTED BUILD-UP IN VIENNA, ITALY, 

UK AND BELGIUM SPOKE OF NEED FOR THOROUGH REVIEW NEXT 

YEAR OF WHICH UNITS SHOULD GO TO VIENNA. JAPAN THOUGHT DISARMAMENT 

ACTIVITIES SHOULD BE LEFT IN NEW YORK AND GENEVA. 

EGYPT BELIEVED UNITS CONCERNED WITH INDUSTRY, SCIENCE AND 
TECHNOLOGY AND DISARMAMENT SHOULD BE TRANSFERRED TO VIENNA. 
FRANCE, WHILE COMPLIMENTING AUSTRIA'S GENEROSITY, AGAIN 
COMPLAINED OF DISADVANTAGES IN TRANSFERRING OR SPLITTING UP 
UNITS. US WELCOMED VIENNA AS THE FUTURE THIRD HOST CITY. 

AUSTRIA GAVE ASSURANCES IT DID NOT INTEND TO COMPETE WITH 
NEW YORK OR GENEVA, AND, IN ANSWER TO FRENCH CONCERNS ABOUT 
SOCIAL FACTORS, REFERRED TO GOOD SCHOOLING (SUBSIDIES FOR 
ENGLISH AND FRENCH LANGUAGE SCHOOLS) AND APARTMENT SITUATION 
IN VIENNA. 

DEC. 12, COMMITTEE APPROVED VARIOUS FINANCIAL IMPLICATION
